HE public auction sales of pure bred Holsteins during 
| 1929 based upon all available reports show the high- 
est average of any year since 1921. Figures, as com- 
piled by the World, show 5,086 head sold in eighty-two 
sales totalling $1,205,901.75 or an average of $237.10, or 
nearly thirty dollars a head higher than the 1928 figures. 
There is probably, however, not quite the difference 
actually as shown by these figures for the reason that a 
somewhat larger number of sale reports were secured in 
1928. The statistics of the general averages for each year 
since 1912 are shown in Table 1.

January 25, 1930 


As indicated above the Dutchland Farms Dispersal on 
June 1 was the high averaging sale of the year, 45 head 
selling for $33,955 or an average of $754.55. The highest 
averaging consignment sale was the National Type Sale 
held in Minnesota July 15, in which 58 head were sold for 
an average of $725. The Brentwood National Sale in 
Philadelphia in June, following the annual convention, re- 
sulted in an average of $670.60 for 141 head and this sale 
brought out the highest selling individual animals of the 
year for both males and females. The top price was 
$10,100 for a seven-months-old son of Royal Ormisby sired 
by DeCreamCo Calamity Posch, sold by E. M. Bayne of 
Romeo, Michigan, to Winterthur Farms, Winterthur, Dela- 
ware. The high price for females was Royal Ormsby, dam 
of the young bull mentioned, who sold for $6,300, also from 
Mr. Bayne to Winterthur Farms. Other noteworthy high 
prices in the year were $5,100 for Side Hill Ormsby Segis 
in the National Type Sale, from John R. Logan & Son, 
Seward, Illinois, to Firestone Farms, Akron, Ohio; Winter- 
thur Bess Ormsby Herald sold for $5,000 in the Brentwood 
National Sale by Winterthur Farms, Winterthur, Delaware, 
to J. Natwick, Ellicott City, Md.; Duke Hengerveld Orms- 
by Segis, an older son of Royal Ormsby, for $5,000 sold in 
the Baynewood Dispersal, Romeo, Mich., to J. B. Jones, 
also of Romeo; Wisconsin Fobes 7th, sold in the Brent- 
wood National for $4,800 by Raymondale Farm, Vaudreuil, 
Quebec, to Baker Farm, Rockingham, N. H.; $4,500 
for Johanna Pietertje Artis Creamelle (Reserve 
All-American Aged Cow and National Grand Cham- 
pion) from Jefferson County Asylum, Jefferson, Wisconsin, 
to Firestone Farms, Akron, Ohio, and $4,000 for the former 
All-American winner, King Homestead Piebe Lad, sold 
by Frank Rasch, Tomah, Wis., to Arbu Farm and Kennels, 
Detroit, Michigan, both being sold in the U. S. National 
Fall Sale.

Building A Holstein Breeding Establishment—IV.

Merchandising Holsteins 
OW often do we see an animal or a group of animals 
H that have been sold or purchased at values far below 
their real worth. At least they brought below what 
they should have fetched, had they been properly present- 
ed to the Holstein public. Buyers of today, especially the 
better buyers, those willing to pay a good round price for 
an animal, want that animal to look worth the money when 
they buy it. 
Pulchritude is Profitable 

Animals kept in thrifty condition, carrying at least fair 
flesh, are always more attractive. The keeping of the 
udder, tail and rear quarters clipped, and the animals 
groomed once a day is essential in producing a quality of 
milk that will bring top and worthwhile prices. At the 
same time a thorough brushing Once a day stimulates the 
secretion of the skin which adds to the health of the 
animal and pays big return in the attractiveness of the 
herd or animal. Take two herds of similar individuality, 
breeding and ability to produce; let one of them exist as 
many do,—unclipped, ungroomed and unclean; then have 
the other herd kept nicely trimmed and brushed with 
tails washed regularly; the increase in price one can get 
for the cleaner milk produced in the second herd will 
easily pay for the increased labor cost. And as to attract- 
ing the buyer, consequently commanding better values, 
the second herd will readily lead the first in this respect. 
Manufacturers and merchants have learned the lesson 
that worthwhile articles must be done up in attractive 
packages to command top prices. The sooner most of 
us Holstein breeders learn this lesson, the better it will 

be for our pocket books. 

The Golden Rule, a Good Rule 

Too many of our breeders are not careful enough in 
how they dispose of some of their surplus animals. If 
the cow or heifer has been a poor producer, is a kicker, 
a hard milker, a shy or irregular breeder, do not represent 
her to be anything other than what she is. Honor in the 
Holstein business will pay as big dividends as it will in 
any other line. An animal that is unprofitable for you to 
keep, will usually prove unprofitable for the other fellow. 
For such animals, the butcher should always be your best 
patron. No business can become big or no breeder suc- 
cessful who does not so conduct his sales as to bring 
repeat orders. The saying, “A satisfied customer is the 
best advertisement,” is as true for our business as it is 
in any other. A pleased customer not only comes back 
for more, but he tells others. So I would say, the first 
step in the successful selling of Holsteins is to have the 
animals in such condition that they can be presented in 
as pleasing a manner as possible. and always represent 
them just as they are.

The second step is the establishing of contact with the 
buying public. How can we best accomplish this? Printers 
ink wisely used will always pay. The amount one should 
spend for advertising will depend somewhat upon the 
size of the herd, but more especially upon the quality of 
animals he has. These should be the determining factors 
that justify this expense. If one has good individuals 
and they are producers and if they are kept in a pleasing 
condition, yet they are unadvertised, such a man truly 
is “Hiding his light under a bushel.” Advertising is the 
spotlight that will focus attention on your herd. Adver- 
tising widens your sade territory. Consequently it in- 
creases the prospective customers you may have. In 
my opinion, your breed paper stands first in drawing 
power for sales, especially with the better class of cattle. 
State or sectional Agricultural Farm papers are always 
good; and likewise the National Dairy Publications or 
Livestock magazines. 

Good Pictures Promote Sales 

Using untouched photographs that really do the animal 
justice is next best to the bringing of the prospective 
buyer or the Holstein public right to your own farm, for 
them to see the particular animal or animals. Pictures 
made by professional livestock photographers, while 
having a higher initial cost, practicaily always pay, for 
the reason that these men understand how to pose an 
animal so that it may appear at its best and because of 
the depth, clearness and sharpness of detail in their 
pictures compared to most amateur efforts. A good picture 
can be used in so many ways that its first cost will soon 
be forgotten. A good picture of just one animal is often 
used to advertise a whole herd. Good pictures reveal the 
characteristics of a familv or a group far more effectively 
than can words. Good pictures enable one to faithfully 
portray a pedigree in a more telling way than can be 
done in any other manner, often after many of the ani- 
mals are gone. Good pictures are responsible for more 
sales and tell the story as it is, to a better advantage than 
all the clever words one can devise. 

Be honest in your advertising. If you choose to be 
really successful in your Holstein selling, do not mis- 
represent either directly or by suggestion. A successful 
breeder and salesman must not only get the thorough 
confidence of his prospective customer and the Holstein 
public, but he must keep it. He must neither say nor 
do or permit anyone else to say or do anything which 
may cause doubt or destroy this confidence. 

The prompt answering of all inquiries is especially im- 
portant. More breeders fall down in this than in most 
anything else. I think Merton Moore of the Carnation 
Organization has proven that a delay of even one day in 
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replying to inquiries reduces the chance of selling; a 
delay of two decreases the probability of sale materially. 
Three days delay will likely prevent your making the 
sale with your first letter and a week’s delay puts you 
in a position whereby you probably might as well not 
answer. Be courteous to all visitors that come to see 
your herd. The ones you may least suspect from their 
appearance may prove your best customer or they may 
be responsible for inducing some other fellow to become 
your profitable client. No matter how busy one may be, 
a little time given to show interested visitors your herd 
and to tell them something about the various animals 
will always prove beneficial. 

The attending of County, Sectional and State Holstein 
Meetings, Picnics, etc., widens one’s acquaintance and 
leads to more sales. Especially is this true if one shows 
a real willingness to co-operate with his fellow breeders 
and to serve them to the best of his ability at all times. 
He could well afford to share the use of his good herd 
sire with other breeders who are progressive, who adver- 
tise and who have clean, healthy herds. 

Neat attractive letterheads should be used. Well pre- 
pared circulars are effective. Sign boards nicely gotten 
up and properly placed often prove worthwhile. 

Showing Shows the Showman 

From my experience showing has always been a 
wonderful form of publicity. “The showring is the show 
window of our breed.” It will acquaint the public with 
what you and other breeders have. And if you are not 
too selfcentered and egotistical, but instead, have a fair 
and open mind, so you can see the faults in your own 
animals and the good in,the other fellows, the showring 
can and will become a real classroom. In fact, more than 
one successful breeder really made his start when he began 
showing, where he could and would learn by comparing 
his own animals alongside the other fellows in the show- 
ring. Showing, then not only may prove a means of 
education to the breeder but when that breeder has “The 
Stuff,” his showing brings him in contact with many pros- 
pective customers. And if he wins, proper publicity of 
his winnings will add still more prospective customers to 
his list. 

One cannot expect to sell an article for its full value 
if the seller does not know or cannot tell intelligently 
what there is to know about that article. For this 
reason, a pedigree setting forth the bloodlines, showring 
winnings and production records back of the animal to 
be sold, énables a purchaser to better realize just what 
he is getting. Such pedigrees ‘can be obtained if in 
duplicate copies, at a very reasonable price, from anyone 
of the several Pedigree Companies doing this line of 
work. These are usually gotten up in nice form and are 
very readable. The intelligent use of a pedigree will 
usually return to the seller many times its cost, if used 
in presenting well bred animals. 

The question now arises as to how one may best 
dispose of his surplus. Shall he dispose of it by private 
sale or through public auction? 

Through private sale, the seller and buyer are thrown 
in more intimate contact with each other and the seller 
can exercise the privilege of bargaining. He can say 
yes or no as he may choose. To sell very many animals 
at private sale, one’s herd must have a reputation, made 
either through showing or by records of production, or 
both. and from advertising in Breed and Farm papers. 

The public auction properly conducted offers the best 
market for the bulk of a breeder’s surplus. There his 
animals are evaluated in public competition and if the 
sale management as well as the seller have a reputation 
for square dealing, always, the animals as a rule, will 
bring all they are worth. The public auction offers a 
splendid opportunity for the small or not widely known 
breeder to get before the public, if his animals have the 
quality and the class and they are so presented as to bring 
out all their good features. We have different classes of 
auctions to suite the various types and grades of cattle 
offered. The county or district sales are a fine medium 
of exchange for the class commonly called good com- 
mercial breeding and dairy cows. The State and 
National sales should offer only breeding stock of the 
choicest type and quality. Consignors of such type are 
rarely disappointed. It is the common kinds offered in a 
good sale that usually are the eyesores of the sale and a 
disappointment to the consignor. Qur several so-called 
“National Sales” are managed by men anxious to make 
a real reputation for their particular sales. They are 
men of much experience and endeavor to give the best 
of real service to both the buyer and the seller. Con- 
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signors offering animals properly fitted, that are of ap- 
proved type, breeding and production, in these various 
sales, are usually well satisfied with the outcome. 

By-bidding and other methods of unfairly boosting the 
price on the bidder are the curse of public auctions. Some 
sales forces and some consignors are notorious for doing 
this kind of thing. The better class of breeders and the 
real worthwhile buyers soon get wise to such tactics. 
These unfair and crooked methods usually react and are 
as a boomerang to the participating parties. Being four 
square in the public auction ring will in the end, bring its 
just reward. Let a public auction crowd get suspicious 
that all is not on the square, and note how quickly many 
good bidders lose interest and how flat the sale soon be- 
comes. On the other hand, if everyone has thorough con- 
fidence that everything is as represented and all the ani- 
mals are actually passing to a new owner, how smoothly 
things run and how satisfactory the results always are. 

There are times at public auctions when one might 
have an animal he holds as worth more than he suspects 
the customers present may value it. Under such circum- 
stances the seller should be protected. “Bob” Holtby 
offers a very happy solution for such a situation. Here 
it is. Let the consignor place in a sealed envelope his 
reserve bid, giving this envelope to the clerk of the sale, 
but divulging to no one what this reserve bid may be. 
Let announcement be made of this reserve bid when the 
animal enters the ring. The highest bidder, when animal 
is struck off, then gets the sealed envelop from the clerk. 
If his bid is above the reserve, he of course gets the 
animal; or he may have the privilege of taking the animal 
for one dollar above reserve bid. 

This business of ours,—the business of establishing 
the right sort of Holstein herd, of making the proper 
matings, of developing the animals to the fullest extent, 
of producing an adundance of high quality milk at the 
minimum of expense, of so presenting our animals to the 
public that they will want them and will gladly pay a 
worthwhile price for them, of selling animals of such 
class that they are sure to satisfy the purchaser so he 
may come back for repeat orders and induce others to 
buy,—all of this is a serious business. Far more serious 
than many of us are wont to make of it. Since many of 
us really do not comprehend the importance of our bus- 
iness and because we do not plan far enough ahead or 
study deep enough into the whys and the wherefores of 
this big game of ours, so many serious and costly mistakes 
are made. We fail to realize that much we do or permit 
to be done can never be undone. The laws of Nature and 
of Breeding are so relentless, so enduring and so indelible 
that a mistake once made may never be wiped out. 
Omar Khayyam might well have been thinking along these 
lines when he wrote in his Rubaiyat, “The moving finger 
writes, and having writ, moves on; nor all thy piety nor 
all thy wit shall lure it back to cancel half a line; nor all 
thy tears wash out a word of it.”

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New York’s County Contest Plan

clubs of New York during the year 1929, proved so 

successful that plans are being made by the New 
York Association for continuing this form of extension 
work during 1930. The Board of Directors, which meets at 
Albany in the near future to establish a budget, will con- 
sider the proposition of increasing prizes somewhat and 
the committee in charge of the work is planning to dis- 
cuss the entire plan with various county Holstein officials 
interested, with an idea of making such changes as seem 
desirable after the year’s trial. 


The contest found one county organization, the Otsego- 
Herkimer Holstein Club, with a commanding lead, having 
amassed a total of 17,885 points, more than twice as 
many as its nearest competitor. The next six counties, 
however, were so closely grouped that but 1262 points 
separated the second and seventh county in the list. This 
contest which provides for activity in membership, herd 
improvement, calf club work, showing and publicity pro- 
vided prizes totalling $400 which were won as follows:

As was perhaps natural the membership feature of the 
contest aroused most interest although some excellent 
winnings were totalled by various counties in each of the 
other sections of the contest. Otsego-Herkimer by lead- 
ing in points won for membership and herd improvement 
and standing second in publicity was able to account by 
these three departments for its excellent total. This 
county has two herds in herd improvement test and 26 
herds in dairy improvement work. The Otsego-Herkimer 
Club increased its membership from 25 in 1928 to 107 in 
1929. 


Cortland County, however, had the largest membership 
for the year, increasing its membership from 75 in 1928 
to 123 in 1929. The biggest proportion of gain in member- 
ship was made in St. Lawrence of the clubs in existence 
one year or more which, from a nominal membership of 
3 in 1928, increased to 69 in 1929. St. Lawrence County 
also has 21 herds in dairy improvement work and did 
considerable other work along herd improvement lines as 
well. The attached table shows the points gained in the 
various divisions of the contest by each of the entrants:

This table shows that Otsego-Herkimer led in member- 
ship and herd improvement with Chenango leading in 
calf club work, Washington in showing and Onondaga in 
publicity. Some cuts were necessary by the committee 
in the publicity claims because one or two counties 
claimed credits for advertising or paid publicity which 
credits were not contemplated when the contest was 
instituted and were therefore not allowed. A brief sum- 


mary of the work done by the various leading counties 
follows: 


Otsego-Herkimer. This County had 25 memberships in 
1928 and increased to 107 in 1929. The breeders of the 
two counties are using 40 herd sires with dams having 
400 Ibs. fat or better and completed in the current year, 
32 short time records and 63 yearly records. Two herds 


are found in herd improvement work and 26 in dairy 
improvement work as a result of which in these herds 
were completed in 1929, 171 records of 300 lbs. fat or 
more on pure bred cows and 37 upon grades. The calf 
club membership in Otsego-Herkimer was found to -be 
26 and 6 calves were shown at state and national fairs 
with 34 at county fairs or Round-ups. 

St. Lawrence. This county evidenced activity by in- 
creasing its membership from 3 in 1928 to 69 in 1929. Ten 
herd sires from 400-lb. fat dams or better are used in the 
county. Fifteen Advanced Registry records were com- 
pleted in 1929—5 of the short-time variety and 10 yearly 
records. Twenty-one herds were found in dairy improve- 
ment work and the 300-lb. fat records on pure breds 
numbered 115 and on grades 88. The calf clubs had 9 
Holstein members and 3 calves were shown at state or 
national fairs and 30 at county fairs or Round-ups. The 
members of the club showed 42 animals at various fairs. 

Cortland. Cortland County had the largest member- 
ship, 75 in 1928, and retained that honor in 1929, 123. A 
large number of these were secured in a drive during the 
latter part of the year. Eleven herd sires with 400-lb. fat 
dams or better were used in the county and while no short 
time records were completed 27 yearly records were 
turned in. There were 7 herds in dairy improvement 
work although no record was submitted of animals com- 
pleting 300-lb. fat record during the year. In calf club 
work the county is strong, with 65 members showing 9 
calves in state or national fairs and 65 at county fairs or 
Round-ups. Members of the club showed 57 animals 
during the show season. 

Onondaga. This county made a reasonable gain in 
membership although not in keeping with its possibilities 
by any means, having in 1928 29 members and in 1929 48. 
The report showed 14 herd sires being used from dams 
with 400 lbs. fat or better although the county failed in 
Advanced Registry records in 1929 according to the report 
with only 4 short time records and no yearly records 
submitted. There are 3 herds in herd improvement test 
and 11 in dairy improvement work in the county. 75 
records of 300 lbs. fat or over were completed during the 
year on pure breds and 12 upon grades. The county has 
42 members owning Holsteins in calf clubs and showed 
9 at state or national fairs and 20 at county fairs or 
Round-ups. Fourteen animals were shown by members 
at various fairs. 

Washington. This county increased its membership in 
1929 to 36 from 16 in 1928. The county has a large 
number of high record sires showing 23 from dams with 
400 lbs. fat or better. It completed 12 each short time 
and yearly records during the year and the contest showed 
15 herds in dairy improvement work. In this work 94 
records of 300 lbs. fat or better were completed on pure 
bred cows and 18 upon grades. Although the number of 
members in Holstein calf club work was reasonably small, 
but 10 being reported, 7 calves were shown at state or 
national fairs and 17 at county fairs or Round-ups. It 
will be remembered that Washington was one of the 
counties of the state to exhibit two animals at the Na- 
tional Dairy Show in this division of the work. 96 animals 
were shown by members of the Washington County Club 
at various fairs during the season. 

Chenango. Chenango County showed a slight loss in 
membership for 1929, 39 being recorded for the year. 
There were 8 herd sires in use from dams with 400 lbs. 
fat and but one A. R. O. record was completed in 1929 
according to the report submitted. One herd in Herd 
Improvement test and 5 in dairy improvement work 
showed 65 records of over 300.lbs. fat on pure breds and 
9 records upon grades. The county is strong in calf club 
work, leading all counties of the state in that division 
with 70 members in Holstein calf clubs. Six calves were 
shown at state or national fairs and 74 at county fairs or 
Round-ups. The county also stood second in showing, 
being exceeded only by Washington, showing 107 animals 
by various of its members during the fair season. 

Eastern New York. This group of counties gained 16 
members in 1929, having 20 in 1928 and 36 in 1929. Eleven 
herd sires from dams with 400-lb. fat records or better

ectivities last year. It consisted of sponsoring a 
contest among the various county clubs of the state, in 
which definite credits were allotted for the work actually 
done in the promotion of the breed and of the industry. 
Substantial cash prizes were put up as an added induce- 
ment for energetic action. 

The great value of this contest lay in the fact that the 
activities for which credit was given were decidedly 
worthwhile in their nature and a stimulus was provided 
for more action through the fostering of a spirit of com- 
petition among the clubs. Credits were based upon such 
activities as membership in the state organization, calf 
club and publicity work by the county organizations, and 
for herd improvement activities by the members, includ- 
ing the use of better sires, the carrying on of testing 
programs, etc. 

The results of this contest are summarized in one of 
the featured articles appearing in this issue. Needless to 
say, from the results of this first year’s effort, that the 
New York Holstéin-Friesian Association is planning to con- 
tinue it during the coming year. 

By way of suggestion, we may say that the idea is not 
copyrighted. We are sure that Secretary Robens of the 
New York Association will be very glad to furnish full 
details to any other state organization that might be in- 
terested in working out a plan along similar lines. 


Sale Figures 


E ARE particularly pleased with the figures cover- 
W ing the public auction sales of our breed during 

1929. appearing as a feature in this issue. The 
story is told largely in the statistical tables, which we 
have attempted to make as informative as possible, and 
have included similar data of previous years for compari- 
son. We believe the industry should be highly gratified 
at the results. 

Not only is the general average nearly thirty dollars 
a head higher than the similar figures for the previous 
year, but a much larger percentage of sales of the year 
made satisfactory averages than has been true in any 
year since the end of the boom period. The figures given 
in Table II of the report appeal to us as about the most 
striking proof possible on the progress the Holstein indus- 
try has made along the way towards better times. 

We would like to direct particular attention also to 
Table III in this report, bearing out the figures of earlier 
years as to the value of Advanced Registry testing and 
forming a basis for values. These figures shown in Table 
III also continue to demonstrate the value of long-time 
records over the 7-day variety. It will be noted that 247 
cows with long-time records average $500.92, while 233

young sons cf semi-officially tested dams average $531.19. 
These figures on young bulls, the marketing of which is a 
problem in every herd, frequently representing the dit- 
ference between profit and loss on the Holstein enter- 
prise, are of special interest. Compared with the figures 
above on the sons of long-time record dams, will be noted 
an average of $225 per head for the sons of short-time 
record animals and $138 a head for the sons of untested 
dams. Similar differences are found in the average prices 
of heifers, while among the cows with no records there 
is a difference of nearly $40 a head in favor of those 
from tested dams. Cows with 7-day records show a further 
increase of a little over $42 a head, while the next jump 
for a larger number of animals is almost $200 a head higher 
for the females with long-time semi-official records. These 
figures indicate one of the basic reasons why the current 
increase in interest in long-time testing is hailed as an 
nidication of further progress in the industry. 


We commend the report of the sales of 1929 to your 
caretul study in the belief that the more you analyze these 
figures and compare them with earlier years, the more 
optimistic you will be over the future outlook for our 
indication of further progress in the industry. 


The Cover 


OR our cover illustration this week we have selected 
F Fair Oak De Vries Nellie 507638, famous Pacific Coast 

show ring winner. She first came into prominence 
back in 1925 when. as a member of the Billiwhack herd, 
she won Grand Championship at California State Fair. 
The next year, with the breaking up of the Billiwhack 
herd, she was purchased by F. F. Pellissier & Sons, of 
Whittier, California, and won Grand Championship for 
them at the Pacific Slope Dairy Show. She won first in 
her class at this same show in 1927 and 1928, and recently 
topped off her fifth show season by annexing the Grand 
Championship again at this Oakland show. In the mean- 
time she was a first prize winner at California State Fair 
both in 1927 and 1928, the latter year making an extensive 
circuit of California Fairs which she went through without 
a defeat. The picture we are using was taken at Oakland 
last fall, when she was nearly eleven years old, she having 
been born in December 1918. Nellie was bred by Kasper 
Jenny. Brush Prairie, Wash., and was selected from this 
herd by J. W. Snodgrass when the Billiwhack herd foun- 
dations were being laid. She presents an interesting 
pedigree. Her sire, De Vries Johanna Butter Boy, was by 
Dutchland Sir Fayne Colantha, a son of Colantha Johanna 
Lad himself and old Grace Fayne 2d. Her own dam, Mag- 
net De Kol Ormsby 2d, was bred by John L. Smith of 
Hazelwood fame, being a daughter of his famous champion, 
Hazelwood Ormsby Posch, and out of a daughter of Orms- 
by Sir Posch, thus carrying a double cross of Posch and 
Duchess Ormsby breeding. That Fair Oak De Vries 
Nellie carries production along with her type is evidenced 
by the fact that in six-year-old form she made a record 
of 18,127.9 lbs. milk, 754.53 lbs. butter in a year in con- 
nection with her show ring activities of that year. Pellis- 
sier & Sons are to be congratulated upon the ownership 
of a cow that is in every way such a credit to the breed. 


Cull Closer 


HE movement for closer culling of dairy herds as a 

measure of relief from the present surplus condition 

of the dairy market as well as for the individual 
benefit of the herd owner, seems to be gaining momen- 
tum. Chief Reed, of the Bureau of Dairying, stressed this 
strongly in an address given before the Nebraska State 
Dairymen’s Association. He pointed out that while three 
months ago cows producing 200 to 250 pounds of butterfat 
a year may have made a profit, on today’s market it takes 
a better cow. Five to ten per cent of the lowest producers 
could be culled from the herds without any danger of 
causing a shortage of dairy products, according to Chief 
Reed. 

Investigations of the Bureau indicate that one-third of 
our dairy cows are not returning a profit to their owners. 
Points at which profitable production per cows begins and 
ends depend primarily on the kind and cost of feed, price 
of product, cost of labor and quality of cow. Where feed 
is of superior quality and cheap, feed cost per cow is rela- 
tively low. Where home-grown feeds are low in yield and

purchased feeds are high in price, feed cost per cow is 
relatively high. The problem, therefore, is one for the 
individual dairyman to work out for himself. 


Lower prices for dairy products because of burdensome 
surpluses in storage come directly out of the profits of 
the dairyman and strike particularly hard at those dairy- 
men with the less efficient producing herds where the 
margin of profit above feed cost is lower. 


On the other side of the picture, it may be reasonably 
expected that lower prices for butter will help to stimulate 
greater consumption, while constantly improving quality 
of our dairy products will also continue to operate in the 
same direction. As Chief Reed pointed out in the address 
referred to above, quality has a definite relation to de- 
mand, and it should also be remembered, to quote Mr. Reed 
further, that the production of a clean, wholesome, safe 
supply of milk is very largely the problem of the pro- 
ducer. The Bureau estimates, according to Chief Reed, 
that every year approximately $40,000,000 is lost to the 
dairy industry through low-grade milk and cream, and 
much of this loss is suffered by the farmer. In this con- 
nection, Mr. Reed made a strong point when he said, 
“Milk that is unfit for consumption as fluid milk by the 
city consumer or by members of the farm family should 
not be used in the manufacture of any dairy product.” 

This is sound doctrine and if dairymen, individually 
and collectively, will take it sincerely to heart, and act 
upon it, a long forward step will have been taken toward 
the improvement of dairy conditions. 

Incidentally, breeders of pure bred Holsteins must not 
feel that the recommendations are without application to 
their herds.

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GARVER’S VIEW ON BLOOD TEST 
Editor, Holstein-Friesian World:— 

I am well aware of the blood test situation which is 
confronting sale managers. I agree with you heartily 
that in future sales no animals that are known to be posi- 
tive should be sold without a statement made to that 
effect. It would seem to me that the way this blood test 
is growing in popularity that it is only a short time before 
all animals sold will have to be blood tested the same as 
they are for tuberculosis. The sooner that time arrives 
the better it will suit me. . 


I quite agree with you that public sales ought not to 
be used as a dumping ground for herds that are interested 
in getting rid of their positive animals any more than 
public sales should be used for the purpose of getting rid 
of animals possessing any undesirable qualities. 


The thing which sale managers have to contend with 
most probably is the fight to get animals that are the 
kind the owners would like most to keep. As I see it, the 
sales at the present time have been paying for a lot of 
abuses in the past. The fact that sales have been oper- 
ated in the last few years in the buyers’ market makes 
the lesson all the more severe. Buyers are beginning to 
appreciate the fact, however, that they can do much better 
at a well managed sale than they can anywhere else. 
This, of course, is due to the fact that sale managers have 
taken painstaking care to get good reliable cattle for sales 
and the buyer is taking advantage of this good work.

WHO CAN BEAT THIS? 
Editor, Holstein-Friesian World: 

We are coming to you for information or to have a 
topic discussed through your columns, either way suits us. 

We are wondering whether our senior herd sire has.a 
record or whether it is a common occurrence among Hol- 
stein sires. In two years and over, he averaged 91 plus % 
heifer calves in our herd. In our neighbor’s herd, he made 
a perfect score during the same time. In four herds from 
which we have records, his average was 90% heifer calves. 
Is this common? 

With this record, and although we sold all his first get 
and have only one grade daughter in milk, and she in- 
creased 25% over her dam, we wonder if we should sell 
him and buy another to follow our junior herd sire or keep 
him to use on his granddaughters. That would be in about 
three years.

(Replying to your letter, it would seem that your herd sire 
is making an unusual record in the proportion of heifer calves 
he is siring. This fact alone, however, would not be of such 
great importance, in determining his future use, as the quality 
of the offspring he is siring. From what you say regarding 
the daughter you have in milk, they are evidently going to be 
satisfactory from a production standpoint, and if their type 
suits you, it would seem like good judgment to keep this bull 
where you could continue his use upon his granddaughters later 
on. Perhaps you would find it possible to lease him or sell an 
interest on some basis whereby he could return to your herd 
when needed later on.—Ed.) 


GOOD TYPE ESSENTIAL 


Editor, Holstein-Friesian World: 

I read with interest Mr. Donald M. Adams’ articles in 
the World, although I don’t quite agree in some of his 
writings, especially where he is trying to promote a cow 
with a poor rump to breeders because she is a high pro- 
ducer. 

When a hard, struggling beginner, short of funds, hap- 
pens to get his start with off-type animals, he will often 
do better to take good care of his high producing, ugly 
looking animals, feed them properly until in a few years 
of time, he is able to improve his herd through weeding 
and better breeding. But too often many such a breeder 
feel prejudiced or be thinking that it takes too long a 
time and money or that he may not be able to equal with 
his neighbor breeder and gain fame and fortune. He 
likely may try to console himself by trying to bring out 
the good points and cover the poor points of his animals. 


The quicker we get rid of the off-type animals, the 
better it will be for the breeder and the breed in general. 
A breeder, who, although well stocked, may spend a lot 
of money trying to sell his high producing animals, but if 
he sends a picture of an off-type animal to a prospective 
buyer or try to convince a buyer that he should not mind 
an animal with a poor rump or looks, will soon find out 
that the buyer wants with high producers also animals he 
can show with pride in his community and at the fairs, 
where such animals will’ soon advertise themselves, and 
if he has the proper business ability his herd will soon 
bring him fame-and fortune. While I was in charge of 
a D. H. I. A., I spoke to farmers in search of foundation 
stock about the good qualities of the pure bred Holsteins. 
I heard some say they didn’t like the Holsteins because 
some have sloping rumps. There are only a few poor 
rump or off-type Holsteins to be found nowadays, com- 
pared to ten or twenty years ago. Without mentioning 
greater disadvantages of other breeders, there are nearly 
as many Holstein cattle as there are of the other four 
dairy breeds combined, this shows that the Holstein cow 
is the most popular breed of all. But let us, therefore, 
not fall asleep while others are working hard. Whilst 
only a small percentage of the dairymen are keeping high 
profitable cows, the majority of dairymen are still una- 
ware of the great opportunity and satisfaction which 
awaits them in a high producing, well-typed Holstein herd. 
Too many dairymen are wasting feed, money, time and 
energy on unprofitable scrub cows.

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WOULD CHANGE TERMINOLOGY 
Editor, Holstein-Friesian World: 

Your editorial “Confusing Terminology” in the Novem- 
ber 30th, 1929 issue, has not caused much discussion. I 
frankly agree with you that the systems of Classifications 
in the United States and Canada should either corres- 
pond exactly or different terms should be employed to 
avoid existing confusion. The Canadian classification of 
Gold Medal—Excellent, Good, Fair, and Poor, is a good 
system and as it has been in use would not cause any 
confusion. You, Mr. Editor, will remember our discussion 
on the train coming home from Chicago relative to terms 
to be used. Just why our board selected the term ‘Very 
Good” has never been explained. It weakens rather than 
strengthens the classification. Why not do away with it? 
If we do not want to designate our classification exactly 
as the Canadian breeders have done, why not use the 
terms, Superior, Excellent, Good, Fair and Poor. Superior 
is a proper term for the best. I agree that it should come 
first. A superior animal is ‘fone that surpasses in what 
is desirable.” I would like to see a change in terms before 
we have our animals classified. To me the term “Very 
Good” sounds cheap compared to what it really means 
or represents. 

When [ was in Canada I found there was some con- 
fusion regarding our classification and if we are going 
to register imported animals on basis of classification, 
why not end the confusion now? It would be a compara- 
tively easy matter at present to do so and if as you say, 
and I heartily endorse, the onus rests with the American 
Association, why not make either of the above changes 
referred to and cut out the “Very Good.’ We are con- 
stantly learning new wonders in English grammar, good, 
better, best has a familiar sound but good—good plust— 
very good has a false ring. For clarity the Canadian 
classification cannot be beaten. I should be proud to 
have a Gold Medal animal and pleased to have a number 
of Excellent ones but do not care to have any classified 
under the term, very good, it is too misleading. Well, 
Mr. Editor, you did not take my advice before and you 
may not offer thanks for it now, but just the same I am 
pleased with your editorial.

ANNUAL REVIEW OF 
PROGRESS 

Under this heading, Secretary 
Lewis W. Morley, of the American 
Jersey Cattle Club, writes interest- 
ingly in the Jersey Bulletin. We note 
that registrations during the past 
year totaled 71,661, transfers 55,375. 
A total of 2,953 Register of Merit 
records were accepted and at the be- 
ginning of the year, there are approx- 
imately 3,600 on Register of Merit 
test owned by 750 breeders. It is 
interesting to note the statement that 
49.5% of the cows of this breed now 
on test are milked twice daily, 49.2 
three times, while four-time milking 
is used on only 1.4% of the cows on 
test. Over 60%: of the records com- 
pleted in 1929 were in the 305-day 
division. The Herd Test for this 
breed was established in July, 1928, 
so that the first year was not up until 
July, 1929. To date, 24 herds have 
finished one year’s work, with an 
average production per cow of 5,941 
Ibs. milk, 318.68 lbs. fat. There are 
at present 31 herds and 720 individual 
cows on test under the Herd Test 
plan. Three records above 1,000 lbs. 


JERSEY 
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fat were completed in the Jersvy 
breed during the past year. Morley 
makes the following interesting com- 
ment on the trend of testing work: 
“A rapidly increasing number of

were reported. In A. R. O. work 13 short-time records 
and 30 yearly records were completed. There is 1 herd 
in herd improvement work and 10 in dairy improvement 
work. This work showed 126 records on pure breds of 
over 300 lbs. fat and 8 on grade animals. There are 26 
members of Holstein calf clubs showing 2 animals at 
state or national fairs and 18 at county fairs or Round-ups. 
The membership showed 62 animals at various fairs. 

Madison. This great county did not live up to its 
fullest opportunities although a decided increase in 
membership was recorded. In 1928 Madison had 16 
members and in 1929 67. The report showed 22 herd- 
sires from dams with 400 lbs. fat or better and also showed 
20 short-time records. Although there must be a number 
of yearly records none were reported. There was one 
herd in herd improvement work and 14 in dairy improve- 
ment work. 68 pure breds in this work completed records 
of 300 lbs. fat or over during the year. There are in 
Madison County 18 members of Holstein calf clubs, 3 of 
which showed at state or national fairs and 13 at county 
fairs or Round-ups. The county showed 12 animals during 
the show season. 

Uister. Ulster County organized this year has 35 
members. There are 14 herd sires from dams with 400 
Ibs. fat or better. No records were reported although 
there is one herd in herd improvement test and 12 herds 
in dairy improvement work. The Holstein calf club is 
beginning to get a foothold in this county with 5 members 
and 38 animals shown at county fairs or Round-ups. 
Members of the club showed 44 animals at the various 
fairs. 

Chemung. Chemung made no gain in membership, 
having 33 members this vear and slightly larger number 
last year. Four herd sires from dams with 400 lbs. fat or 
better were recorded. No records in the Advanced Regis- 
try division were completed and 21 herds were noted in 
dairy improvement work, placing that county well up 
among the leaders in herd improvement activity. The 
county completed 206 records upon pure bred cows of 
over 300 lbs. fat or better in 1929 and 33 records upon 
grades. There are 8 members of Holstein calf club show- 
ing 3 animals at state or national fairs and 7 at county 
fairs or Round-ups. $82 animals were shown by members 
at various fairs. 

Oswego. Oswego County had 10 members in 1929. less 
than the year before The report showed 6 herd sires 
from ‘dams with 4 lhs fat * better Lyi short-

time records com, aq during the year. rou 1ierds are 
recorded in dairy improvement work and 15 records on 
pure breds over 300 lbs. or over were completed during 
the year with 1 record upon a grade animal. There are 
52 members of Holstein calf clubs. Four animals were 
shown at state or national fairs with 27 at county fairs 
or Round-ups., The number of animals shown by members 
of the Oswego Club at the various fairs was 33. 

Oneida. This county with 13 members in 1928 showed 
24 for the year just passed. There are 33 herd sires in 
the county from dams with 400 lbs. fat or better. But 2 
records were completed in 1929, these of the short-time 
variety. The report showed 7 herds in dairy improvement 
work and as a result of this 60 pure breds completed 
records of over 300 lbs. fat during the year as did also 
26 grades. There are 5 members of Holstein calf clubs 
in Oneida County. One calf was shown at state or 
national fair and 27 at county fairs or Round-ups. 

It must-be remembered in connection with this sum- 
mary that these figures are taken from the reports sub- 
mitted and do not necessarily include all of the activities 
of the county along these various lines. No person unless 
a member of the county club is eligible to have their 
animals counted for credit and in some few cases credits 
naturally belonging to a county may have been overlooked 
by those making out the reports. 


The contest as a whole showed to interested observers 
what type of work is being done in the various sections of 
New York State and how effectively it is being prosecuted.

Herd Improvement News Letter Dec. 1929 


Good News 

We believe that the herd test, in- 
cluding the entire herd, is basically 
sound as a method of raising the 
standard of production of the breed 
and that every breeder should enter 
his herd in test for Herd Improve- 
ment Registry, but at present we 
have only about 200 herds on test. 
The announcement of the new bi- 
monthly plan for the “herd test” was 
received favorably by some _ and 
cthers were just as much opposed and 
have asked for the continuance of 
the old rules. Accordingly, we have 
been authorized to notify the breeders 
that, beginning January 1, 1930, they 
will be given their choice of two 
methods of testing for Herd Improve- 
ment Registry, as follows: 

1. Present rules, which have been 
in effect since the beginning of the 
“herd test,” requiring: 12 official test 
periods of 24 hours each, without 
preliminary milking and daily milk 
weights for all cows throughout the 
year. 

2. The new bi-monthly plan, 6 
official test periods of 24 hours each 
with preliminary milking during the 
herd test year. Daily milk weights 
not required and credits based en- 
tirely on the official tests. 

One or more surprise tests may be 
made during the year under either 
plan. Expense of automatic retests 
and of one surprise test shall be 


borne by the herd owner. Any ad- 
ditional surprise tests shall be at the 
expense of the Association. 


All other rules as shown in the 
Handbook of “Rules and Regulations 
for the conduct of Herd Improvement 
Tests,” dated July 1, 1929, shall apply 
to either plan of testing for Herd Im- 
provement Registry. 

We believe that on this new basis 
everyone should be happy, and we 
urge the breeders to enter their herds 
in Herd Improvement Test under one 
plan of the other. . 
More Than A Pound Of Fat A Day 

We are pleased to report that the 
242 herds to be reported in Volume 1 
of the Red Book, that is, all herds 
completing a year in test for Herd 
Improvement Registry prior to Oc- 
tober 1, 1929, show an average of 
more than one pound of fat per cow 
per day throughout the year, as 
follows: 

242 herd including 
4,834 cows averaged 
10.864 lbs. milk and 
366.4 lbs. butterfat per cow 
3.4 average per cent fat 

We consider this a very fine show- 
ing and feel that we can well be 
proud of the results during the first 
year. We expect to have all copy for 
Volume 1 of the Red Book ready for 
the printers this week and will speed 
up publication as much as possible.

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Outside of Janesville, Wisconsin, 
about a dozen miles is a town called 
Footville and two miles northwest of 
that town is Handy Brook Farm, 
owned, managed and operated by Geo. 
A. Schumacher, and many times very 
ably directed by a partner in the busi- 
ness who has lots of good sense and 
a great deal of cow judgment, Mrs. 
Schumacher. 

Outside of Janesville, an equal num- 
ber of miles and just outside the town 
of Brodhead, and 15 miles cross coun- 
try from Geo. Schumacher’s place is 
Mount Hope Stock Farm, owned and 
actively operated by M. M. and O. M. 
Douglas, father and son, and this, too, 
is a real combination because these 
men, like Geo. Schumacher, know 
their cows and know their breeding 
far beyond the general cow knowledge 
of the average dairymen, in fact they 
are students of breeding and pedi- 
grees. 

Simultaneously these two herds, 
with nothing in common but the fact 
that they each had a separate idea of 
actively developing their respective 
herds up to a high point, seriously 
took the big step seven years ago. 
At that time they did not work in 
conjunction as they came to do 
later on, but started their separate 
ways, Geo Schumacher making the 
change by beginning to replace the 
grades which comprised his entire 
herd at that time, while the 
Douglases, who had pure breds then, 
settled down to cull and develop only 


from their best ones, their future 
herd. 

Where many breeders go slowly 
and hesitate about taking a long 


jump to start off, these two breeders 
took the bit between their respective 
teeth and the Douglases bought for 
their first real sire, Sir Bess Ormsby 
Fobes 9th, a very good son of Sir 
Bess Ormsby Fobes out of a 30 Ib. 
3-year-old dam with 1,006 lbs. butter 
in the year. They paid $1,250 for 
this bull and naturally their neigh- 
bors thought them plumb crazy to 
throw away their hard earned money 
in that fashion. With this feeling 
around them they were naturally

isolated and had to make the fight 
uphill with plenty of criticism float- 


ing around them from all sides. At 
this same time, and 15 miles away 


Geo. Schumacher had neighbors who 
were saying the same things about 
him and probably many were saying 
worse things. He had the nerve to 
buy a grandson of Friend Hengerveld 
De Kol Butter Boy, out of an 1,150 
lb. granddaughter of Pontiac Aaggie 
Korndyke. His bull’s two nearest 
dams averaged 1,111 lbs. whereas the 


two nearest dams of the Douglases 
bull averaged 1,080 lbs. Was that 
not an auspicious. start for any 


breeder, not to speak of small breed- 
ers as these were? 

The next sire purchased by the 
Douglases was a son of North Star 
Joe Homestead from an 850 lb. dam. 
This bull had characteristics which it 
was thought advisable to cross upon 
the daughters of the Sir Bess Ormsby 
Fobes bull. They still retained their 
old bull and used him throughout his 
life more than they did all the other 
sires together, and with very pleasing 
effect. The Douglases got their third 
bull at the time Geo. Schumacher got 
his second and again it was the 
thought of being in the forefront that 
prompted them to each select a sire 
whose sire was at that time in prom- 
inence in the Holstein world, and in 
keeping with the times, Geo. Schu- 
macher chose a son of Burton Hartog 
De Kol Ormsby from Lady Oak 
Pontiac Burke, a 1,000 lb. show 
daughter of Chimacum Spring Farm 
King Pontiac. The Douglases chose 
a son of Sir Inka May from a 783 lb. 
3-year-old and the next dam a 836 lb. 
3-year-old daughter of King Segis 
Pontiae Count. 

The results of these sires are in 
the herds today and these bulls to- 
gether with the few real outstanding 
foundation cows they bought at odd 
intervals, have made herds for these 
two breeders that have an average 
of production and show type that is 
rarely found in a small herd or large 
one. Each herd consists now of forty

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results of careful selection and cull- 
ng as well as just simply breeding. 
At no time in the history of these 
herds was there ever any hesitation 
in regard to expelling a cow that was 


not measuring up to standard, and 
the result of this further care in de- 
veloping their herd is seen in the 


scoring of the Douglas herd, the first 


one to be scored in Wisconsin. Here 
again is attested the celerity with 
which the progressive breeder acts, 
in being first in his State to place 


his herd before the public for scoring. 
The results were more than gratify- 
ing in that the seventeen cows in 
milk scored; three Excellent, six 
Very Good, seven Good, and a crippled 
cow, Fair. 

One day the urge to get in the 
swim with the big breeders gripped 
these two breeders to the extent that 
they decided to combine forces, and 
especially finances, chose enough to 
make the groups, and go out and 
show at as many and as big Fairs as 
they could. This culminated in a 
very close relationship and a lasting 
combination each show season, with 
the result that in 1928 at six County 
Fairs and Wisconsin State Fair these 
little breeders on the hillside won 43 
blues, six Championships, 33 second 
prizes, and ten thirds. In 1929 they 
duplicated their winnings against 
stiffer competition, and now have the 
stuff and know the ropes well enough 
to hold their own against the big 
herds. . 


Today the Douglas farm consists of 
256 acres, a herd of real producing 
cows, from which the milk is all 
separated and the calves given all 
the skim milk they want, after which 
a real hog business has been de- 
veloped with the balance of the skim 
milk as the basis.
